BELLE GLADE - A multi-million 
dollar lottery operation was broken 
up Tuesday night when extensive 
three-month joint investigation by 
the Belle Glade Police Department 
and the Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Office yielded eight 
arrests. and the confiscation of 
almost $5,000. 

An estimated 25 -law enfor- 
cement officers from three agen- 
cies coordinated their efforts at 8 
p.m. to make the arrests. and 
execute search warrants in Belle 
Glade and Pahokee. 

The arrests and searches came st 
the end of a full day of preparing 
and acquiring the warrants and 
was coordinated by Capt. Frank 
Fogleman of the Sheriff's Office 
and Belle Glade Police Chief D. Bill 
Mathis. 

As of 11:30 p.m., the officers had 
counted' a total of. $4,726 and 
Mathis said there was still some 
loose currency and change to be 
counted. The arrests also ended in 
the confiscation of six vehicles. lot-

The arrests came as a result of 
nine search warrants being 
executed on the residences and 
vehicles of the parties involved.

Mica, who has worked as an aide 
to the retiring Congressman for 
more than 10 years, said he is the 
only candidate in the race with 
on-the-job training, ‘‘and I had one 
of the best teachers in -Washing- 


Rogers will be with Mica Sunday 
at a by-invitation reception and 
barbeque at South Bay Growers. 
The veteran Congressman, retiring 
after 24 years in Washington, 
officially endoresed his former aide 
in West ‘Palm Beach. 

Mica pointed out several times 
Thursday he is no stranger to the 
Glades or any other part of the 
congressional district, that he has 
been serving the entire area for ten 
years and has often made appear- 
“ances in the Glades and elsewhere 
in the district. 

While he expressed an interest in 
several areas, such as energy, 
health and tax and welfare reform, 
he downplayed those. Mica said the 
primary concérn of voters should be 
confidence in the man representing 
them and his ability to serve them. 

"The bottom line is service,” he 
said, adding he has an intimate 
knowledge of how Rogers’ system 
of handling consituents’ complaints 
and calls.for help, acknowledged to 
be one of the best in Washington, 

IS. 

"Nobody knows the district as 
well as I do,” Mica said. ''I'm the 
only one (candidate) with on-the- 
job training.'' He said 21 members 
of Congress started out as assis- 
tants to other. Congressmen and 
many have:proven themselves and 
this route with performance. 

Warning against one-issue can- 
didates and candidates with the 
reputation of being hard-line liberal 
or conservative, 

"I'm seeking the support of 
reasonable people throughout the 
district," Mica said. ''Statistics 


show that if a man is'Sfictly liberal 
or conservative, the district ends up 
bouncing back and forth. We need 
someone who can stay up there and 
represent the views ot the majority 
of the people.” 

Concerning one-issue candidat- 
es, he recalled that several candi- 
dates were elected to Congress four 
years ago on the grounds they were 
going to do something about 
‘inflation but by the time they took 
office, inflation had been exlipsed 
by recession as the major national 
problem. 

“Paul told me once," he went 
on, "that he paid me for my 
judgment and that's what the 
voters should be looking for, a man 
whose judgment they have confi- 
dence in." 

Mica recalled that when the 
consumer protection bill came up 
on the floor of the House of 
Representatives, it hàd generated a 
large number of letters, telegrams 
and telephone calls from Rogers' 
constituents in opposition to a 
number of things included in the 
original bill. 

He said that a number of 
amendments were passed on the 
floor and by the time the vote for 
the bill itself came up, virtually all 
the objectionable material had been 
deleted. 

“There are a lot of people who 
don't know yet thst wheat they 
were objecting to wasn't even in the 
bill when it finally passed," he 
said. ‘That's why you need a man 
with judgment to make a decision 
on the spot.” 

Some of the issues Mica said he 
has ehcountered during the cam- 
paign include: 

* Health care, saying the poor 
want more and even the rich want 
some form of catastrophic illness 
insurance. While. he said he is 
opposed to moving toward socializ- 
ed medicine, something will have to 
be done. 

* The budget act, which, he said 
has been in operation less than two 
years but, while it hasn't worked as 
well as had been hoped, resulted in 
the current situation in a budget

Cricket is alive and well and 
is being played in the Glades 


glaring, buta festive mond prevails 
ing, but a festive previ 

in the atmosphere. Lively music is 
playing; le are eating and 
drinking; little children are 
alive with energy. 

It’s early Sunday afternoon and 
South Shore Village is practically 
deserted. That is except for the 
east end of the camp where a crowd 
has gathered to watch one of the 
world's oldest sports-cricket. 

Crieket is popular throughout 
the world but is almost unheard of 
in the United States. It is ironic 
that America's pasttime, baseball, 
was developed from little known 
cricket. 

"The two sports are very similar 
with both having the same pur- 
pose-the team which scores the 
most runs is the winner. Ter- 
minologies used in cricket and 
baseball are analogous. 

There are 11 players on each 
team: a bowler (pitcher), wicket 
keeper (catcher) and nine fielders. 

"They play on a field that is 450 
feet wide and 500 feet long. In the 
middle of the field is a clay or con- 
crete area which is 22 yards long 
and is known as the pitch. At each 
end of the pitch is a wicket which 
consists of three short stumps with 
two small sticks (bails) connecting 
the tops of the stumps.

Cricket, which is said to be more 
than 600 years old, is probably the 
most popular sport in the Carib- 
beau Islands. game was star- 
ted in England during the 1300's 
and it became-a major sport there 
in tne 1700's. By the 1800's cricket 
had” spread to Australia, India, 
New Zealand, South Africa and to 
the West Indies. 

It got its introduction in South 
Florida as a result of the influx of 
West Indians who either work here 
seasonally or have settled per- 
manently. 

In the Glades, cricket is the top 
recreational activity for the off- 
shore sugarcane workers. ‘In 
cooperation with the British West 
Indies Central Labor Organization, 
U.S. Sugar Corp. provides cricket 
pitches and equipment. All eight of 
U.S.. Sugar's camps - Bryant, 
Pelican Lake, Runyon,. Prewitt, 
South Shore, Miami Lakes, Ritta 
and Benbow - have pitches and 
recreational fields. 

Cricket. clubs have formed in the

as the South Florida Cricket , 


Association has been created. In 
addition to South Shore and 
Runyon, there are teams from 
Miami, Hollywood.
